This finally gets to be a short 
story about Gen. U. S. Grant, 
who was given command of the 

Union armies in 
March, 1864. 


March is a 
great month for 
anniversaries. 
The Constitution 
of the United 
States went into 
effect 170 years 
ago. It still 
means what it 
said. 


The Boston Massacre, which 
was the first great leap toward 
American independence, was an 
event of March. Amerigo Ves- 
pucci found the South American 
continent in March. In that same 
month Eli Whitney patented the 
cotton gin. Slavery was then 
about to collapse because it was 
so costly. But the gin, coinciding 
with the invention of spinning 
machinery in England, caused a 
great rush for more slaves and 
land. 


It was March, 1917, too, that 
saw abdication of the Romanoffs 


who had ruled Russia for 304| ; 


years. Caesar died a March death 
in the Roman forum. Hitler chose 
March to invade Austria, a pre- 
liminary to the second great war. 
The first long-distance call was 
made in March between New 
York and Boston. It is a month 
for portents. 


As a Youngster 


As a youngster in secondary 
school I knew an old man in Ten- 
nessee. He was greatly given to 
reminiscence and talk. He long 
before had worn out adults and 
only the young, growing up with 
the battlefields of the Civil War 
about them, would listen. His 
name was Waddell and he was 
called “Uncle Joe.” He claimed

“I am glad to hear it,’’ said 
Lincoln, “because when the presi- 
dential grub gets to gnawing at 
a man nobody can say when it 
will stop.” 


No one met Grant at the sta- 
tion when he arrived at 5 p.m. on 
March 8. He and two staff of- 
ficers went to Willard’s Hotel.

A great buzz of conversation went 
up and Lincoln came forward and 
said, “This is Gen. Grant, is 
it?” Grant replied, “Yes.”

RESULTS IGNORED 


Most of the recommendations 
from previous investigations have 
been ignored. 


But it also is true that a great 
many of the recommendations 
have been so vague as to defy 
clear-cut compliance.

Can Halve 
Your Toil 


Proper planning for yard plants 
and shrubbery can take half the 
work out of making a beautiful 
yard, a_ horticulturist and a 
landscape architect said on Press 
Gallery Sunday afternoon. 

Charles Hudson, horticulturist, 
and Mrs. Edith Henderson, land- 
scape architect, were guests on 
the WSB-TV panel show spon- 
sored this week by The Journal. 

“Get away from uniformity. 
Every yard should not look just 
like another yard,”’ Mrs. Hender- 
son said. ‘“The yard should fit the 
house, and initial planning is the 
most important thing.” 

Hudson agreed with the idea 
of initial planning. He said that 
there are many annuals easy to 
raise and which will stand sum- 
mer heat, but they should be 
placed in planned positions so

that there would be no “gappy 
places when the summer sun 
really starts bearing down.” 


GRASSES DISCUSSED 


Hudson said that there is no 
single grass which would stay 
green the year around in Georgia, 
but there are some mixtures 
which will stay green in shade. 
‘Best all-around grass for this 
area is probably Bermuda, par- 
ticularly some of the fine-leaf 
varieties. Zoysia.is also good as 
is centipede,” the horticulturist 
said. 


Mrs. Henderson recommended 
frequent light pruning of. broad- 
leaf evergreens rather than a 
heavy pruning once each year. 
‘‘Blooming plants should be pruned 
after the plant blooms, of course,”’ 
Mrs. Henderson said.

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Let’s Have Action 
On State Hospital 


Just how bad are conditions at the 
Milledgeville State Hospital and~what, 
if anything, will be done about it? 

The question addresses itself to all 
Georgians and in particular to the state 
administration. 

Recent articles by Constitution re- 
porter Jack Nelson quoting those most 
familiar with the situation—staff person- 
nel, including doctors—enlarged the ques- 
tion mark that long has hovered over 
the sprawling institution. 

Dr. R. W. Bradford, assistant superin- 
tendent who has been a member of the 
medical staff for 35 years, sees the need 
for a thorough investigation. This news- 
paper shares his viewpoint on that score. 


Over the years, of course, there have 
been legislative committee investigations 
on top of each other having to do with the 
hospital. Some excellent recommenda- 
tions have been made from time to time 
but many, if not most, have gone un- 
heeded. The best example in the latter 
category is the one urging that adminis- 
tration of the installation be transferred 
from the welfare department to the 
health department. 

Nevertheless, all indications point to 
the fact that much good can come from 
a full investigation now. Nor can the 
need for same be obscured by the cry 
of “politics.” When persons in positions 
of authority themselves believe all is 
not as it should be, then the time has 
indeed come for a thorough study of the 
situation. 

The unpleasant truth is that Georgia 
lags miserably in the treatment of the 
mentally ill. Lack of public support given 
the Milledgeville State Hospital, while 
the most glaring example of neglect, is 
by no means an isolated one in the over- 
all picture. 

City and county governments have 
failed to provide facilities, other than 
common jails, even for temporary de- 
tention of the mentally disturbed. Area 
screening centers, psychiatric wards and 
clinics for such patients are sadly lack- 
ing in the state. 

The whole burden is placed upon the 
understaffed Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital—the seniles, the unwanted and the 
alcoholics along with the mental cases. 

The present situation at the institution 
is the outgrowth of these and other fac- 
tors. Instead of giving the problem as a 
whole a lick and a promise or brushing 
it under the rug let’s do some soul-search- 
ing along with the necessary investigation 
of the hospital. 

In so doing let us recognize the fact 
that unless adequate financial support is 
provided and a more practical approach 
taken to the entire problem, it will con- 
tinue to grow. So will the long-range 
costs in money and lives from half-way 
measures such as we now have.

VA Hospital Problem 


Remains Acute Here 


The government’s decision to activate 
500 idle beds by July at the Veterans 
Hospital at Dublin is welcome but far 
short of the need in Georgia. 

Disregarding pleas from Georgia vet- 
erans’ leaders that the 500 beds be used 
for general medical and surgical patients, 
the VA ruled that the space be put to 
domiciliary use. 

Such action, while better than allow- 
ing so much of the Dublin facilities to 
remain idle, at best will provide only a 
minimum of relef to the strain that long 
has been placed on VA installations in 
Georgia. 

The worst example is the 40-year- 
old Atlanta VA Hospital.

Heavy Penalty Is Paid 
For Fire Safety Apathy 


The loss of more than 43 lives in fires 
in the past few weeks is another grim 
reminder of the dire need for an all-out 
effort in the field of fire safety. 

The most sickening tragedy was the 
death of 21 Negro boys in a fire that de- 
stroyed the Arkansas State Training 
School in Wrightsville, Ark., last week. 
Only a week before 11 persons perished in 
flames that swept a two-story building in 
Ashland, Ky. ‘ 

A fire escape was to have been erect- 
ed soon at the rear of the = struc- 
ture. But, as in many other major con- 
flagrations over the years, tragedy struck 
before planned precautions were put into 
effect. 


The nationwide fire safety picture is 
a black one, Last year 11,500 persons 
died in fires, an increase of 200 over the 
previous year. On top of that, the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters lists 
1958 property losses at $1,305,000,000. 

What a needless waste of lives and 
property! Yet the unpleasant truth is that 


many communities are not sufficiently 


alarmed to take steps to prevent such 
tragedies. ? 

There are communities whose building 
codes are outdated and others that are 
lax in enforcement efforts. 

There also are those who are un- 
willing to pay the price for first-rate fire 
protection, preferring instead to settle 
for halfway measures. And there are those 
who allow the entire issue to become so 
beclouded with politics that solutions be- 
come increasingly difficult to achieve.

By the Associated Press ‘ 
The current controversy swirl- 


ing around the Milledgeville state 
mental hospital once more has 
focused attention on the fact that 
salaries paid employes there are 
somewhat on the low side. 


But a survey of state audits 
shows that the situation is sim- 
ilar in other institutions and is 
compounded only by the size of 
the huge mental hospital. 


Since most of the state institu- 
tions are under the merit system, 
salary scales in all are pretty 
much alike. 


AVERAGE $2,560 


And so are the average salaries. 
While the Milledgeville hospital 
has a much larger number of 
physicians employed, it likewise 
has a greater number of employes 
in the lower salary brackets. 


The latest report of State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. shows 
that in the last fiscal year, the 
2,102 employes at the hospital 
were paid $5,388,231. That is an 
average of about $2,560. 


The salary of most of the doc- 
tors was in the $8,000-$9,000 
range. Most of the other em- 
ployes, including attendants, were 
in the $2,000-$3,000 bracket with 
a few ranging as low as $1,500. 


The average salary figure was 
brought down substantially by the 
several hundred affiliate (student 
nurses) nurses who were paid a 
yearly average of about $30 each. 
They are used only occasionally.

After mature con- 
sideration I have concluded it 
would be in the best interests of 
our educational system for me 
voluntarily to resign . . . because 
of the constant, unfavorable and 
inaccurate publicity which I have 
received and its tendency to cre- 
ate erroneous impressions and 
misunderstandings, . . . 


“During the past 11 years I 
have given unstintingly of my 
time and efforts as chairman and 
a member of the State Board of 
Education in an earnest endeavor 
to improve the lot of our teachers 
and the opportunities of our 
school children. A great deal of 
pleasure and _ satisfaction has 
been derived from this work. 


“I am indeed thankful for the 

expressions of gratitude and ap- 
preciation which I have received, 
as well as the honors recently be- 
stowed upon me by the national 
association. However, my regard 
for our public schools is dearer 
to me than any personal desire 
or ambition. 
“As a private citizen I shall 
continue to be interested in. edu- 
cation and to exert every effort 
to advance our public school sys- 
tem.”

Keep the Arm in Close 


Some tips today to the women who have just taken up bowling, 


' and to those who are about to. 


Bowling can be fine exercise, fun, and not too difficult only 


if certain fundamentals are fol- 
lowed from the start. 


To score consistently well, 
you've got to have sound, un- 
deviating footwork. That means 
finishing at the foul line at an 
identical spot with every first 
or “strike ball.”’ And it means, 
simply, tLat your walk (not run) 
must be straight. 

Walk is the word for it. Face 
the pins, feet together; step out 
with the right foot, and walk. 
As you walk, bend at the waist, 
and swing your arm slowly, 
aiming to time the swing with 
four-step footwork. So that, fin- 
ishing with a slide to the foul 
line, as sketch shows, your 


weight rests on the flexed left 
knee. 


You practice, of course, without a ball, and while this may 
look a bit silly to your non-bowling neighbor who may see you, it’s 
worth a kitchen workout. The alleys may be too busy to let you 


do it there. 
Now for the most important 


Yétnt—the payoff tip to remem- 


ber: Keep the swinging arm close to the body. Make the arm brush 
your side, going back and coming down and through. Develop it 


in shadow bowling, without a ball, 


and concentrate on it with every 


ball you roll. It’s the key to accuracy—the one thing that assures 
holding the line to the strike pocket. 


There’s quite a lot to know about bowling, actually. If 
you're interested in doing well in the game, you ought to learn 


what you can—and start by

Mixed Up the Records 


ATHENS—Modern Americans have an amazing—and errone- 
ous—conception of what the American Indian was like before the 
white man came to take his land away from him. 


Dr. Arthur Kelly, University of Georgia archaeologist, said 

. that “most people think of Indians wearing big feather head- 

dresses and living in tepees. The Indians of this region never did 

» live in tepees and usually stuck to just one feather. The tepees 

‘ were out on the plains, where the Indian was a migrant and fol- 
lowed the buffalo herds.” 


Dr. Kelly said that another misconception was that all Indians 
could talk to one another. ‘There were 125 language families in 
this country alone. The Cherokees could no more talk to the 
. Creeks than an Englishman can talk to a Chinese. The Cherokees 
were Iroquois stock and the Creeks were Muskogean.”’

Dr. Kelly and Prof. Clement de Baillou, another university | 
history-digger, talked about dating archaeological finds by the | 
use of carbon-14, a radioactive substance whose half-life gives a | 


fairly accurate date of campfire sites. 


“I believe that the Indians took a perverse pleasure in messing 
up their campsites just to confuse us archaeologists,” Dr. Kelly 
smiled. “They would dig a hole to build a fire in and uncover 
ashes left from a fire maybe used several hundred years before. 
This would mix up the recent and ancient carbon-14 traces.” 


“You call that inverted strateography,”’ Prof. de Bailiou told 
‘me. He smiled: “Any time we get all confused, that’s what we 
call it. It can explain many things.” 


The history-diggers have found an excellent use for old shoe 
boxes. The basement of Candler Hall on the university campus 
is filled with thousands of shoe boxes, each one labeled neatly and 
containing relics the archaeologists have dug up in Georgia’s fer- 
tile archaeological fields.

Just every once and awhile we 
have a gas pump.” 


When her parents came over 
to visit her last year, they were 
most impressed with snack 
bars, cafeterias, drive-in movies, 
motels with swimming pools 
and, most of all, her apartment. 


“You see, we have a housing 
shortage in Holland,” she ex- 
plained. ‘We ‘have about 11,- 
000,000 people in an area about 
a quarter of the size of Georgia. 
In the war many buildings were 
bombed. And though we are re- 
building, the population is grow- 
ing, too. Young couples live 
with parents a long time waiting 


to get in an apartment. 


“We are a small country. 
And we have to be able to make 
ourselves understood in order to 


trade with other countries.”

SWITCHED BABIES?

Stalled for Its Lack of Investment 


By FRED L. STROZIER 


RIO DE JANEIRO (#—If£ you do 
any foreign trade in Latin Amer- 
ica, the odds are you deal with 
the United States. 


You can ride in an Italian or 
German car in Argentina. Per- 
haps the gasoline or diesel oil to 
power the car was refined from 
Russian petroleum. In Brazil your 
secretary may peck away at a 
typewriter made in Czechoslo- 
vakia. In Mexico it may be tele- 
phone equipment from Sweden and 
in Cuba electric razors from 
Holland. 


Some European economic pene- 
tration is seen in Argentina, Bra- 
zil and Venezuela. Partly it is 
due to industrial skill and partly 
to the need for foreign trade to 
help national economies—as_ in 
England, Germany and Italy. The 
same is largely true of Japanese 
moves into the American markets. 


Russia and the satellites have 
made almost no progress in get- 
ting into the big Latin-American 
market. They are far behind 


Western Europe and even farther’ 
behind the United States. 


A reason may be that the Com- 
munist countries have not yet 
learned that trade usually follows 
investment. A country like the 
United States that puts billions 
into industry is likely to reap the 
benefits in trade, as well as in 
dividends. 


One Western official put it this 
way: “Communists do not oper- 
ate that way. They do not invest 
in other countries. They might 
give loans, or send technicians or 
sign trade agreements. They do 
not like to take such a permanent 
step as making an investment. 
That would not agree with their 
basic concept of economic assist- 
ance—which is exclusively for po- 
litical penetration.”’ 


Most trade of the Communist 
countries with Latin America is on 
a barter basis. Russia needs cof- 
fee and cocoa; Brazil needs pe- 
troleum. An exchange is made. 
Or Argentina trades grain for oil.

The world’s “Best Liked German Actress” (who is not a Ger- 
man) said she had just been scalped in New York. 


Maria Schell, best known to Americans for her role in “The 
Brothers Karamazov,” told eight reporters in a cross-country tele- 
phone interview that her blond tresses had been cropped within 
an inch of her scalp “‘like a beaver’s pelt.” 


Miss Schell was in New York. The party-line talk was set up 
to promote her new movie with -— Cooper, a Western called 
“The Hanging Tree.”’ 


Miss Schell’s scalping had ssittias to do with “The Hanging 
Tree”’ or Cooper. 


She said she got the new hairdo for her role as Maria in the 
television production of Ernest Hemingway’s ‘“‘For Whom the Bell 
Tolls.” 


Miss Schell, once the queen of the wurst-und-bier cinema cir- 
cuit in Switzerland, Austria and Germany, told her questioners

“An unfair question,” she snapped. “I have more respect for 
her ability than that.’’ 


A woman from Chicago asked her about her “temperament.” 
Miss Schell said she thought it had “improved.” 


The beautiful, blue-eyed actress apparently had not been noted 
for “‘temperament”’ until she hit Hollywood. 


In Europe, she was voted for five years running (1951-56) “the 
best liked German aciress.’’ Miss Schell is not a German. 


She was born in Vienna, Austria, of Austrian and French par- 
ents and reared in Switzerland. She is a Swiss citizen. 


BAVARIAN ALPS HOLD CHARM 


But the Bavarian Alps of Germany must hold some charm 
for Miss Schell. She and her husband, German movie director 
Horst Haechler, are now building a home near Munich. 


Among her prized possessions at the new house is a set of blue 
glasses, given her by the proprietor of Chicago’s Pump Room. 


“The Hanging Tree,” to be shown soon in Atlanta, features 
Miss Schell as a Swiss immigrant in the Wild West who helps 
Dr. Joe Frail (Gary Cooper) “find himself.” Cooper plays a 
frontier doctor who is ‘‘just as fast with a six-shooter as he is 
with a scalpel.” 

WON EUROPEAN PRIZES 

Before coming to the United States to make “The Brothers 
Karamazov,” Miss Schell made some movies in French and Eng- 
lish, as well as many in German. She is the winner of many 
European cinema prizes, including a “Golden Bear’’—Berlin’s 
answer to Hollywood’s Oscar. 

In answer to other poignant questions, Miss Schell told the 
party-line reporters that she didn’t know:

If she will appear on Broadway.

She be- 
came a trick shot and defeated 
the famed Frank Butler in an 
all-comers match; Butler mar- 
ried her, and together they 
toured the world as vaudeville 
and circus stars.
